BRODIE'S BRAVERY. 


XlieDarlnir Swimmer Acoompllslii« 
tbe Pertlona Fest off Ooittff 
OrerlViairtra^Prnll« in 
a Bobber Salt. 


NIAGARA FAIILS, N , Y., Sept. 
7 . — 
Steve Brodie accomplished the perilous 
feat torday of going over Niagara Falls 
in a rubber suit. 
He is tmconsoious 
and fears are entertainéd of his recov- 
ery. 


Brodie and party arrived at Clifton 
last night. They put up at the Waverly 
hotel and registered under fictitious 
names 
in order to avoid sus- 
picion. Brodie'ssuit was placed 200 
feet above the Canadian Falls last night 
ready ior use. 
Inflated rubber tubes, 
ropes, eto., were all placed near the 
"Maid of the Mist" landing. 


Brodie left the hotel with the .party 
at 4 a. m. John McCarthy and Ernest 
Jerold and Brodie went to a point 200 
feet above the falls. He then stripped 
and had his body padded with cotton 
batting. Then he put on the rubber 
suit, which was inflated fifty-two inches 
around the waist and seventy-five inches 
around the chest. The head gear was 
also inflated, while two steel bands pro- 
tected his body. 


At 5:30 Brodie, with his paddle, enter- 
ed the water. He caught the current, 
waved his paddle to Jerold and Mc- 
Carthy, and a few seconds later was shot 
over the center of the Horse Shoe Falls, 
and luckily he was shot with lightning 
rapidity over the outside of one of the 
falling volumes of water and was quick- 
ly lost in the mist and foam. 


He was buried from view for nearly 
two minutes, when a black speck, cov- 
ered with a thick white coating, was 
seen bobbing and jumping to and fro 
in the boiling cauldron of rushing, gurg- 
ling waters. In a short time Brodie 
was caught in the rushing waters and 
was carried at a brisk pace toward the 
American shore, and then all of a sud- 
den he was hurried toward the Canadian 
shore, where Jerry Ledger and the 
United Press correspondent had ropes 
ready to drag him from the water. 
Ledger was striped and swam out with a 
rope fastened to his waist, while the 
other end was held on shore. 


Ledger, after several attempts, reach- 
ed Brodie, fastened the rope to the iron 
bands round the waist and then swam 
ashore and assisted in pulling the dar- 
ing swimmer ashore. On Brodie being 
lifted on the rocky shore, he was quick, 
ly stripped; brandy was poured in small 
quantities on his temples, while he was 
rubbed and chaffed, but he was insensi- 
ble aud blood oozed from his mouth, 
nose and ears, probably fi-om the shock 
or concussion. 
For twenty minutes 
Brodie lay insensible, until ammonia 
was applied to his nostrils, and he be- 
gan to shiver and gesticulate with his 
hands. 


Later on Brodie's injuries were found 
to be confined to many bruises and a 
sprained back and an ankle. 


»KSXKUOriVli FIRES. 


A $10,000 liOftw at JHLokomo, Ind.- 
Fire« at Otber Placea. 


KOKOMO, Ind., Sept. 7.—A destruc- 
tive fire started here at 1 o'clock this 
morning. Moore's planing mill, Taylor 
Jackman's residence and Armstrong, 
Langdon, Hunt & Co.'a factory and 
mill were all destroyed. The loss is es- 
timated at over $10,000. 


IsHPENiNG, Mich., Sept. 7.—The ex- 
tensive mill and yards of the Ford Eiver 
Lumber company, seven miles from Es- 
cambia, are on fire. Late dispatches 
say the flames are partly under control. 
The property is valued at $500,000, and 
the amount of damage can not be esti- 
mated. 


RICHMOND, Ind., Sept. 7.—The Cen- 
tral Telephone company's 
exchange 
was burned out yesterday by one or 
more of the wires coming in contact 
with the cable of the electric street 
railway. All the mass of wires between 
the operating room and the tower were 
burned out. 


CiiiNTON JUNCTION, Wis., Sept. 7.—A 
large hayware house, containing 200 
tons of hay and 2,000 bushels of un- 
thrashed grain, together with valuable 
outbuildings, were burned here yester- 
day. Loss, $5,500. 


SIOUX Cm, lai, Sept. 7.—Hedges' 
livery stable, with about tweniy-five 
head of horses and mules, was totally 
consumed by fire last night. 
Loss, 
$12,000. 


FOBT DODOB, la., Sept. 7.—An eight- 
year-old son of F. J. Swanson was roast- 
ed to death in a bam nine miles south 
ofthisciiy yesterday morning. Tbe 
boy is supposed to have been playing 
with matches, which ignited the hay, 
and he was suffocated before he could 
escape.

Francia Cïocke« a Farmer, Diea From 
the Berects of an Accident« 


At an early hour this moming, at his 
home in I ^ e township, Mr. Francis 
Gocke, one of the old settlers of this 
county, died from the effects of a fright- 
ful fall down a stairway, an account of 
which ^as given in these columns. 


The man was in his eighty-third year 
and he had not the vitality to withstand 
the shock which killed him. 


A number of relatives of the deceased 
reside in the county and city. Three 
sons, Frank, Louis and August, live in 
the city, while an only daughter, Maiy, 
lives at home. A brother, Anthony, re- 
sides here. 


Mr. Gocke came to Allen county in 
1834, and lived on his farm in Lake 
township, fifty-four years. He was a 
good man, and his death will be deeply 
moumed. 


The funeral will occur Monday mom- 
ing, at 10 o'clock, from St Paul's Cath- 
olic (^orc^, Bev. Father Eoenig offl- 
oiating.

AGONIZED ANTWERP !

ANTwsBP^Bopt 7.—Immediately af- 
ter the explonon yesterday it seemed as 
though a rain of glass was falling over 
the surrounding country. There is not a 
whole window in Antwerp. The catas- 
trophe took place in a powder magazine 
belonging to M. Corvillain, a merchant 
who had recently purchased forty mil- 
lions of old cartridges, intending to sell 
the powder. 


Over one hundred employes, half of 
them women, were engaged at work, 
and not one o€ them has been taken out 
alive. A number of persons were killed 
or injured in the streets. 


A few minutes after the explosion a 
vast sheet of flame leaped up into the 
sky, 
and it was seen 
that 
petroleum ware house not far from 
the powder magazine was on fire. Even 
in broad daylight, the blaze of forty 
thousand barrels of petroleum on fire 
was visible at a distance of over thirty 
miles at Brussels. 


Everywhere in the streets were 
wounded persons and at frequent inter- 
vals one came across parts of the human 
frame, such as legs and arms. 


The spectacle is terribly superb, and 
there is nothing in recent history that 
can be compared to it, save the scene 
which Paris presented during the last 
days of the commune and the great fire 
in Chicago. 


The fire spread in all directions in the 
city. 
Warehouses in which 20,000 to 
25,000 barrels of petroleum are stored are 
on fire, as are many of tbe docks. The 
Scheldt resembles a river of fire. 


IIATEB. 


The losses of property and life by the 
fire in the oil district, resulting from the 
explosion of dynamite yesterday, are 
apalling. The petroleum stores are all 
destroyed. The sheds used in storing 
the oil have been consumed. The Hy- 
draulic pumps and all the buildings in 
the district have been destroyed. Oil 
tank after oil tank has exploded and all 
are in ruins. 


The lat^t reports show that in the 
oil districts alone, 200, if not more, have 
either lost their lives, or are so fearfully 
injured that they cannot recover. Two 
hectares, or about five acres of land are 
now burning and will go up in smoke. 
The steam pumps are of no avail and the 
firemen are helpless. 


Thus far the efforts of the firemen, as- 
sisted by the military and the populace 
to subdue the flames, have been unsuc 
cessful, and the fire still rages fiercely. 
The docks and shipping have not been 
touched by the fiâmes, the direction of 
the wind having been continuously to- 
ward the town since the explosion. A 
judicial inquiry into the origin of the 
explosion has been ordered. 


The most reliable estimates at noon 
to-day place the casualties resulting 
from the explosion at 140 killed, 250 
seriously injured and 300 slightly 
jured. 


Six million litres of petroleum 
ablaze and the indications are that 
fire will bum until Monday before ex- 
hausting itself. 


At the moment of the explosion and 
the outbreak of the fire, many workmen 
on the docks jumped into the Scheldt 
and were drowned. A number of sail- 
ors and custom officers were killed on 
board the ships by flying bullets, with 
which the sides and rigging of the ves- 
sels were riddled. 


It is estimated that 2,000 tons of car- 
tridges exploded. The report of the ex- 
plosion was heard thirty miles,. and the 
volume of smoke arising exceeded that 
of any of Europe's greatest battles. 
Heads, legs, arms and other fragments 
of human bodies were found half a mile 
distant from the scene of the explosion. 


One hundred and thirty corpses have 
been taken to the morgues and 
charred heaps of human flesh and bones, 
representing an unknown quantity of 
mmanity, are also piled in the dead 
louses. 


The 
populace 
watched the fire 
throughout the night The river banks 
out of . the reach of the flames, are cov- 
ered with men, women and children, 
who, rendered destitute and homeless, 
are camping out and taking most des- 
perate chances of obtaining food. 


The efforts of the firemen were greatly 
impeded by the scarcity of water, re- 
sulting from the destraction by the fire 
of three-fourths c^ the engine i^stems 
of water works, which were of compara- 
tively recent 
construction and cost 
$400,000.

Ac(!ording to the act of Congress un- 
der whic,h the agreement was made, the 
unrelinquished portion of the Sioux 
Reservation is divided into .six reserva- 
tions, as follows: Standing Rock, C]hey- 
enne River, Lower Brule, Crow Creek, 
Pine Ridge, and Rosebud, so seperateil 
that a large portion of the relinquished 
part of the n;serviition divides them in- 
to sets of two, one set being on the nor- 
thern end of the reservation, another on 
the eastern, and th«r third on the south- 
ern. 
The land thrown open to settle 
ment will aggregate about 11,()()(),01)0 
acrcs, aiul will bo <iispo.scd of by the 
United States to actual settlers only at 
the following rates: One dollar and 
twenty-iive cents per acre for all lands 
taken within the first three ye^rs after 
the act takes effect, 75 cents per acre for 
all lands disposed of within the succeed- 
ing two years, and oO cents per acre, 
for the residue of the lands then undis- 
posed of. 
All lands still open to settle- 
ment under the agreement at the end of 
ten years from the taking eliVict of the 
act shall be accepted by the United 
States at .50 cents per acre, which 
amount shall be added to and credited 
to the Indians as part of their perma- 
nent fund. 


The act provides for furnishing the 
necessary seed to the Indians for two 
years, for which adequate appropriation 
is made. 
In addition thereto there is to 
bo set apart the sum of .'$;},00(),0()0, 
which is to be deposited in the United 
States Treasury to the credit of the 
Sioux Nation of Indians as a permanent 
fund, the interest of which, at 5 per 
cent, per annum, is to bo appropriated 
under the direction of the Secretaiy of 
the Interior to the use of the Indians. 
After the Government has been reim- 
bursed for the money expended for the 
Indians under the provisions of the act, 
the Secretaiy of the Interior may in his 
discretion expend, in addition to the in- 
terest of the permanent fund, not to ex- 
ceed 10 per cent, per annum of the prin- 
cipal of the fund in the employment of 
farmefs and in the purciiase of agricnl- 
turoi implements, teams, Sic-^ necessary 
to assist the Indians in agricultural pur- 
suits. 
At the end of fifty ye<«rs the fund 
is to be expended for ttie purpose of pro- 
moting edui^tion, civilization, and self- 
support among the Indians, or otherwise 
distributed among them as Congress 
may determine. 
All the new reseiwa- 
tions inclnde the land in the vicinity of 
the agencies where the Indians are now 
living. The land to be thrown open to 
settlement is not occupied at present by 
the Indians. Th^ number of Indians 
on the reservation is 22,567. 


Tlie act provides that the agreement 
as now entered into must be submitted 
to Congress at its next session for ratifi.- 
cation. In the event that the agreement 
is approved and no further legislation 
is enacted, the Secretary of the Interior 
will proceed to carry into e£fect the pro- 
visions of the law.

Tlie Use of ilie Eyes.

The 
same rule shotild apply to the use of 
the microscope. 
Get one that will en- 
able you to look at things horizontally, 
not always vertically. 


Have a reading lamp for night use. 
N. B.—In reading, the light should be 
on the book or paper and the eyes in 
the shade. If you have no reading 
lanii), turn your back to the light, and 
you may read Avithout danger to the 
eyes. 


Hold the book at your focus; if that 
begins to get far away, get si3ectacles. 


Avoid reading by the flickering light 
of the lire. 


Avoid straining the eyes by reading 
in the gloaming. 


Eeading in bed is injurious as a rule. 
It must be admitted, however, that in 
cases of sleeplessness, when the mind 
is inclined to ramble over a thousand 
thoughts a minute, reading steadies 
the thoughts and conduces to sleep. 


Do not read mucli in a railway car- 
riage. I myself ahvays do, hoAvever, 
only in a good light, and I invariably 
carry a good rea<.ling lamp to hook on 
behind me. 
Thousands of people 
Avould travel by night rather than by 
day if the companies could only see 
their way to the exclusive use of the 
electric light. 


Authors should have black ruled 
paper instead of blue, and shoxtld never 
strain the eyes by reading too fine 
types. 


The bedroom blinds should be red or 
gray, and the head of the bed should 
be toward the window. 


Those ladies who not only write but 
sBAv, should not attempt the black seam 
by night. 


When you come to an age that sug- 
gests the wearing of spectacles, let no 
false modesty prevent you from getting 
a paii*. If you have only one eye, an 
eyeglass will do; otherwise it is folly. 


Go to the wisest and best optician 
you know of, and state your wants and 
your case plainly, and be assured you 
will be i^roperly fitted.

mate successors of the ancient guilds 
of England. 
In our days there is a 
universal tendency toAvard organization 
in every department of trade and busi- 
ness.

It Avould be as unjust 
to deny to Avorkingmen the right to 
bajad together because of the abuses 
incident to such 
combinations 
as to 
Avitlihold the sanie right from capital- 
ists because tliey sometimes 
unwar-

Another i?otent reason for 
encouraging labor unions suggests it- 
self.

Questions of financial 
interest to the city, ought, as far as pos- 
sible, to be removed from politics and 
discussed and determined from a non- 
partisan standpoint. 
The discussion 
now going on concerning the tax levy 
should have been indulged in before the 
city council voted on it. Its discussion 
now is a sort of post mortem examina- 
tion, isn't it? 


ONE of the grandest assemblies of 
Odd Fellows ever seen on this continent 
will be the grand pageant of Odd Fel- 
lows to be witnessed at Cincinnati dui-- 
ing the week beginning October 16. 
The sovereign grand lodge will be in 
session, and the patriarchs militant, the 
uniformed portion of the order, will be 
present in numbers estimated at from 
6,000 to 10,000. 
It is thought that the 
grand procession will contain 30,000 Odd 
Fellows in line. The Order of Rebeckah 
will also be in session, and this will at- 
tract many ladies. 


OUR E X - P R E S I D E N - r S . 


Washington retired to private life in 
1797, but was made lieutenant governor 
of our armies a year later, in view of a 
possible conflict with France. However, 
he was not called upon to perform any 
active duty in that capacity, and his 
death occurred a little more than a year 
after his appointment. 
John Adams 
lived for a quarter of a century after re- 
tiring from the presidency, and is said 
to have chafed somewhat under his in- 
active life. The only public position he 
held after he was president was that of 
member of the convention to revise the 
Massachusetts state 
constitution 
in 
1820. Jefferson held no public office 
after his retirement, unless the rector- 
ship of the University of Virginia, of 
which he was styled the "father," may 
be called such. 


Both Madison and Monroe were elect- 
ed members of the Virginia state consti- 
tutional convention, 
held in 
1829, 
although the latter was prevented from 
serving on account of ill health. He did, 
however, for several years, serve his 
neighbors as a justice of the peace and 
in that capacity is said to have given ex- 
cellent satisfaction. 


For a period of seventeen years after 
he ceased to be president, John Quincy 
Adams represented his district in the 
house of representatives, and he liter- 
ally died "with his harness on." Jack- 
son lived quietly at his country seat, 
near Nashville, Tenn., for eight years 
after he left the presidency, but never 
held office after his retirement. Martin 
Van Buren was not dismayed at the ter- 
rible defeat he suffered at the hands of 
General Harrison in 1840, and was again 
a prominent candidate for the presiden- 
tial nomination before the Democratic 
convention in 1844, only to be defeated, 
however, by the comparatively unknown 
Polk. And again in 1848 he was a j)res- 
idential candidate, although without 
hope or expectation of election. 
His 
candidacy, however, diverted enough 
votes from 
the regular Democratic 
nominee, Lewis Cass, to throw the state 
of New York to General Taylor and 
elect him. After that Mr. Van Buren 
retired to private life, dying at Kinder- 
hook, in New York state, in 1862—nine- 
teen years after his retirement from the 
white house. 


John Tyler lived seventeen years af- 
ter he ceased to be president, but never 
held public office thereafter, except to 
be "roadmaster" of his district in Vir- 
ginia—an office said to have been given 
him in derision, but which he is alleged 
to have fiUed with such scrupulous ex- 
actitude as to cause his neighbors to 
complain because he made them faith- 
fully perform their duties, which they 
had been accustomed to shirk. 


Polt died four years after he left the 
white house without having held or as- 
pired to other office. Millard Fillmore, 
however, lived twenty-one years after 
his retirement, and was the candidate of 
the American party for president in 
1856; thereafter he remained in private 
life and almost forgotten. 
Pierce lived 
nine years in private life after leaving 
Washington and Buchanan seven years. 


Andrew Johnson was one of 
the 
''fighting kind," and after he had given 
place to President Grant, in 1869, he 
was an unsnocessful candidate for tiie 
Unitod States senate in 1870, and for 
congressman-at-large in Tennessee in 
1872. 
In 1876 he was elected to the 
senate and took his seat in Maroh of 
thal^ year, but he died the following 
July. 


President Grant, it will be remember- 
ed, w«a placed upon the ntired list of 
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army after b e had been 
overtafcen 
by flmmoial revorses, bafctiiAt, of ooorse, 
was only anotiher metihod of pensioning 
him. He lived eight years after retire- 
ment. President Arthur lived but lit- 
tle more than a year after leaving Wash- 
ington, and all that time in broken 
health. 


Presidents Hayes and Cleveland are 
both living. The former resides at Fre- 
mont, Ohio, and attends to his large 
private interests, while the latter is 
practicing law at New York city.

Phelains, 
in the Western 


Watchman, 
gives the following interest- 
ing description of his recent visit to 
Pope Leo XUI at Rome: 


"I was met by an officer in flaming 
red uniform and brought to a suit of 
rooms, at the door of the last of which 
stood Mgr. De la Volpe. 
He led me to 
the feet of his holiness. 
While ad- 
vancing across the large audience cham- 
ber I took a good look at the venerable 
Pontiff. What struck me most forcibly 
was his very great apparent age and 
feebleness. He faiily looked a hundred 
years old, if he looked a day. 
His face 
is almost inhumanly white. 
Be looked 
too old and gone to impretis one only as 
a relic might impress. I was very much 
struck and disappointed. I had hoped 
to see a stirring face and an eye full of 
life and fire. Leo had both once, but 
they are now gone. 


"When I knelt at his feet his look was 
very feeble and paternal. I noticed the 
piay of his features as he spoke, for 
there was not enough life in that blessed 
face to dazzle. The pope has a full set 
of pearly white teeth well preserved. 
His lips are heavy and very purple, in 
striking contrast to his white face. The 
holy father drawls very heavily when he 
speaks, but seems able to conduct a con- 
versation without fatigue. 


"I introduced my traveling compan- 
ion, for whom I had obtained the¡honor, 
informing His Holiness that he was a 
Protestant, but very well disposed to 
the Church. He immediately reached 
out his hand and bade him advance. He 
took his hand in his and placed the 
other on his head and blessed him. He 
turned to me and asked me if he had 
any children, evidently intending to 
bless them also. When I answered in 
the negative he repeated his first bene- 
diction and bade us both depart with 
his blessing on us and ours. I left, feel- 
ing that I had spoken to the greatest 
man of the century, and one of the 
greatest Popes who ever occupied the 
chau- of Peter, but a man ready to close 
his eyes forever. We may have a few 
more fitful fiashes of that one great 
light, but it must soon go out forever. 
God bless Leo XUI."

They did not discover the fraud 
nntil recently, and supposed the tickets 
that Brackenridge sold were in their 
safe. Brackenridge has been with the 
Wabash company for a number of years, 
and was considered one of the best 
agents in its employ. 
It is supposed 
that Brackenridge 
squandered 
the 
money in wheat speculation. The com- 
mon pleas court granted a restraining 
order until September 22."

It is the left ear, for it is on record that 
only a very small percentiage of men or 
women use the right ear at the tele- 
phone. As a matter of fsuit the tele- 
phone has suddenly come into promi- 
nence as a medical proposition, and un- 
less the scientists are mistaken the bulk 
of men and women who use the tele- 
phone within a few years may expect to 
find themselves rather hard of hearing 
in the left ear. 
This is because when 
using the telephone every muscle and 
nerve of the ear is strained to catch the 
faintest sound from the person speaking 
at the other end. 
An eminent eye and 
ear specialist, was asked the other day 
if he had heard of any cases of deafness 
from the telephone. 


"It is rather 
difficult to state ex- 
actly," he replied. 
"I have seen where 
the repeated sound of an instrument, or 
the repetition of any sound has caused 
deafness. Telegraph operators are in 
danger of injuring their sense of hear- 
ing. Boiler-makers often suffer from 
deafness. 
In 
the 
construction 
of 
boilers it is necessary for one man to be 
inside of the boiler and the other out- 
side and the incessant noise caused by 
the riveting of the boilers always causes 
either deafness or an affection of the 
ear. As to the telephone, it no doubt 
has the same effect, it is natural and 
reasonable to suppose that a person lis- 
tening for a sound, and not knowing the 
moment when it will come, may injure 
the membrane of the ear and in time 
this might affect the hearing power."

The Sermon is Based on These Memorable 
Words: <*Thoa Art Weighed in the Bal- 
ances, and Art Found Wanting."—Dan- 
iel v, 27. 


Kev. T. De Witt Talmage preached to 
an immense<;ongre2ation in Omaha, on 
- Sunday, Sept. 1. His text was: 
"Thou 
art weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting."—Daniel v, 27. 
The 
preacher said: 


Babylon was "the paradise of architec- 
ture, and driven out from thence the 
grandest buildings of modern times are 
only the evidence of her fall. 
The site 
having been selected for the city, two 
million men were employed in the rear- 
ing of her walls and the biiilding of her 
works. 
It was a city sixty miles in cir- 
cumference. 
There was a trench 
all 
iiround the city from which the material 
for the building of the city had been 
-digged. 


There were twenty-five gates on each 
•sidethe city; between every two gates a 
•tower of defense springing into the 
"the skies; from each gate on the one 
side, a street running straight through 
to the corresponding gate on the other 
side, BO there were fitty streets 
fifteen 
miles long. 
Through the city ran a 
branch of the Kiver Euphrates. 
This 
river sometimes overflowed its banks, 
and to keep it from the ruin of the city 
a lake was constructed, into which the 
surplus water of this river vould run 
during the time of freshets, and the 
water was kept in this artificial lake un- 
til time of drought, and then this water 
would stream down over the city. 
At 
either end of the bridge spanning this 
Euphrates there was a palace—the one 
place a ,mile and a half 
around, the 
other palace seven and a half miles 
around. 


The wife 
of Nebuchadnezzar 
had 
been born and brought up in the coun- 
try and in a mountainous region, and 
she could not bear this flat district of 
Babylon; and so, to please his wife, 
Nebuchadnezzar built in the midst of 
the city a mountain 400 feet high. 
This 
mountain was built out into terraces 
supported on arches. 
On the top of 
these arches a layer of flat stones; on 
the top of that a laj'er of reeds and 
bitumen; on the top of that two layers 
of bricks, closely cemented; on the top 
of that a heavy sheet of lead, and on 
the top of that the soil placed—the soil 
so deep that a Lebanon cedar had room 
to anchor its roots. 
There were pumps 
worked by mighty machinery, fetching 
up the water from the Euphrates to this 
hanging garden, as it was called, so that 
there were fountains spouting into the 
.sky. 


Standing below 
and looking up it 
must have seemed as if the clouds were 
iu blossom, or as though the sky leaned 
on the shoulder of a cedar. "All this 
Nebuchadnezzar did to please his wife. 
Well, she ought to have been pleased. 
I suppose she was pleased. 
If 
that 
would not please her nothing would. 
There was in that city also the temple 
of Belus, with towers— one tower the 
eighth of a mile high, in which there 
was an observatory where astronomers 
talked to the stars. 
There was in that 
temple an image, just one image, which 
cost what would be our fifty-two million 
dollars. 


O what a city! 
The earth never saw 
anything like it, never will see any- 
thing'like it. 
And yet I have to 
tell 
you that it is going to be 
destroyed. 
The king and his prince» are at a feast. 
They are all intoxicated. 
Pour out the 
rich wine into the 
chalices. 
Drink to 
•the health of the king. 
Drink to 
the 
glory of 
Babylon. 
Drink to a great 
future. 


A thousand 
lords reel 
intoxicated. 
The king, seated upon a chair, with va- 
cant look, as intoxicated men will—with 
vacant look stared at the wall. 
But 
soon that vacant look takes on intensity, 
and it is an affrighted look; and all the 
princes begin to look and wonder what 
is the matter, and thej' look at the same 
point on the 
wall. 
And 
then there 
drops a darkness into the room and puts

Tbat side comes down, and 
the church not being able to stand the 
test, rises in the balances. 
It does not 
imake any difference about your magnifi- 
cent machinery. 
A church is built for 
one thing—to save souls. 
If it saves a 
few souls when it might save a multi- 
tude of souls, God will spew it out of 
his mouth. 
"VVeighed and found 
want- 
ing! 
So God estimates nations. 
How 
many times he has put the Spanish 
'monarch into the scales, and found it 
insufficient 
and condemned it! 
The 
French Empire was placed on one side 
the scales, and God weighed the French 
Empire, and Napolean said: "Have I 
not enlarged the boulevards? 
Did I not 
kindle the glories of the Champs Ely- 
sees? Have I not adorned the Tuileries? 
Have I not built 
the 
gilded 
opera 
house?" Then God weighed that nation, 
and he put on one side of the scales the 
emperor, and the boulevards, 
and the 
Tuileries, and the Champs Elysees, and 
the gilded opera house, and on the other 
side he'put that man's abominations,that 
man's libertinism, that man's selfish- 
ness, that man's godless ambition. This 
last came down, and all the brilliancy of 
the scene vanished. 
What is that voice 
coming up from Sedan? 
Weighed and 
found wanting.! 


But I must become more individual 
and more personal in my address. Some 
people say they do not think clergymen 
ought to be personal in their religious 
addresses, but ought to deal with sub- 
jects in the abstract. 
I do not think 
that way. 
What'would you think of a 
hunter who should go to the Adiron- 
dacks to shoot deer in the abstract? Ah! 
no. 
He loads the gun, he puts the butt 
of it against the breast, he runs the eye 
along the barrel, he takes sure aim, and 
then crash goes the antlers on the rocks. 
And so, if we want to be hunters for the 
Lord, we must take sure aim and 
fire. 
Not in the abstract are we to 
treat 
things in religious discussions. 'If 
a 
physician came to a sick room, does he 
treat disease in the abstract? 
No; he 
feels the pulse, takes the diagnosis, 
then he makes the prescription. 
And if 
we want to heal souls for this life and 
the life to come, we do not want to treat 
them in the abstract. 
The fact is, you 
and I have a malady which, if uncured 
by grace, will kill us forever. 
Now, I 
want no abstraction. Where is the balm? 
Where is the physician? 


People say there is a day of judgment 
coming. 
My friends, every day is a day 
of judgment, and you and I to-day are 
being canvassed, 
inspected, 
weighed. 
Here are the balances of the sanctuary. 
They are lifted, and we must 
all be 
weighed. Who will come and be weighed 
first? Here is a moralist who volunteers. 
He is one of the most upright men in the 
country. 
He comes. 
Well, my brother, 
get in—get into the balances now, and be 
weighed. 
But as he gets into the bal- 
ances, I say: 
"What is that bundle you 
have along with yon?" 
"Oh," he says, 
"that is my reputation for goodness, and 
kindness, and charity, and generosity, 
and 
kindliness 
generally." 
"O my 
brother! we cannot weigh that; we are 
going to weigh you—you. 
Now, 
stand 
in the scales—you, the moralist. 
Paid 
your debts?" 
"Yes," you say, "paid all 
my debts." 
"Have you acted in an up- 
right way in the community?" 
"Yes, 
yes.' 
"Have you been kind to the poor? 
Are you faithful in a thousand relations 
in life?" "Yes." "So far, so good. But 
now, before you get out of this scale, I 
want to ask you two or three questions. 
Have your thoughts always been right?" 
"No," you say, "no." 
Put down one 
mark. 
"Have you loved the Lord with 
all your heart, and soul, and mind, and 
strength?" 
"No," you say. Make another 
mark. 
"Come now, be frank, and con- 
fess that in ten thousand things you 
have come short—have you not?" "Yes." 
Make ten thousand marks. 
Come now, 
get me a book large enough to make the 
record of that moralist's deficits. 
My 
brother, stand in the scales, do not fly 
away from them. 
I put on your side the 
scales all the good deeds you ever did.

from the imperfect measure the mer- 
chant pours out what pretends to be a I 
gallon of oil and there' is less than a 
gallon, God knows it, and he calls ujjon 
his recording angel to mark it: 
"So 
mUjCh wanting iu that measure of oil." 
The farmer comes from the country. He 
has apples to sell. 
He has an imperfect 
measure. 
God recognizes it. 
He says 
to the recording angel: "Mark down so 
many 
apples too few—an 
imperfect 
measure." 
We may cheat ourselves and 
we may cheat the world, but we cannot 
cheat God, and in the great day of judg- 
ment it will be found out that what we 
learned in boyhood, at school,is correct: 
that twenty hundred weight make a ton, 
-•and 128 solid feet make a cord of wood. 
No more, no less. 
And a religion which 
does not take hold of this life as well as 
^he life to come is no religion at all. 
But, my friends, that is not the kind of 
balances I am to speak of to-day, that is 
not the kind of weights and measures. 
I am to speak of that kind of balances 
which can weigh 
principles, 
weigh 
-churches, weigh men, weigh 
nations, 
•and weigh worlds. 
"What!" you say. "is 
it possible that our world ' is to be 
weighed?" 
Yes. 
Why, you would think 
if God put on one side the balances sus- 
pended from the throne, the Alps, and 
the Pyrenees, and the Himalayas, and 
Mount Washington, and all the cities of 
the earth, they would crush it. 
No, no. 
The time wil come when God will sit 
down on the white throne to see the 
world weighed, and on one side will be 
the world's opportunities, and on 
the 
other Bide the world's sins. 
Down will 
go the sins, and away will go the oppor- 
tunities, and God will say to the mes- 
sengers with 
the torch: 
B u m 
that 
world! Weighed and found wanting! 


God will weigh charches. 
He takes a 
great church. That great church, accord- 
xng to the worldly eitin»ate, must be 
«•ighed. 
H« pata it on one tide of the 


myself often." "Ah! that will not save 
you." 
"But," says the man, "I am sym- j 
pathetic for the poor." 
"That will not | 
save you." 
Says the man, "I sat at the i 
communion table." 
"That will not save !

days," buyer thirty days." 
Get in, my 
friend; get into these balances and be 
weighed—weighed 
f o r this life and 
weighed for the life to come. 
He gets 
in. 
1 find that the two great questions 
in his life are: "How cheaply can I buy. 
these goods?" and "How dearly can 1 
sell them?" I find that he admires Hea- 
ven because it is a land of gold and 
money must be " easy." 


I find from talking with him that reli- 
gion and the Sabbath are an interrup-

us are dangers lurking ready to spring 
on us from ambush. 
We lie down at 


I night, not knowing whether we will j 
arise in the morning. 
We start out for ; 
our occupations, not knowing whether i 
we shall come back. 
Crowns being • 
burnished tor thy brow or bolts forged 
for thy prison. 
Angels of light ready j 
to shout at thy deliverance, or fiends of i 
darkness stretching up skeleton hands ; 
to pull thee down into ruin consum- | 
mate. 
Suddenly the judgment will be i 
here. 
The angel, with one foot on the i 
sea and the other on the land, will j 
swear by him that liveth forever and i 
ever that time shall be no longer: 
"Be- 
hold, he Cometh with clouds, and every 
eye shall see him." 
Hark to the jarring 
of the mountains. 
Why, this is the set- 
ting down of the scales, the balances. 
And then there is a flash as from a 
cloud, but it is the glittering of the 
shining balances, and they are hoisted, 
and all nationa are to be weighed. 
The 
unforgiven get in on this side the bal- 
ances. 
They may have weighed them- 
selves and pronounced a flattering de- 
cision. 
The world may have weighed 
tbem and pronounced them moral. Now 
they are being weighed in God's bal- 
ances—the balances that can make no 
mistake. 
All the property gone, all the 
titles of distinction gone, all the worldly 
successes gone; there is a soul, abso- 
lutely nothing but a soul, an immortal 
soul, a never dying soul, a soul stripped 
of all worldly advantage, a soul—on 
one side of the scales. 
On the other 
side the balances are wasted Sabbaths, 
disregarded sermons, ten thousand op- 
portunities of mercy and pardon that 
were cast aside. 
They are on the other

l''ou cannot weigh against all those im- 
perfections. 


Well, then, we must give you the ad- 
vantage, and on your side of the scales 
we will place all the good deeds 
you 
have ever done and all the kind words 
you have ever uttered. 
Too light yet! 
Well, we must put on your side all the 
consecration of your life, all the holi- 
ness of your life, all the prayers of your 
life, all the faith of your Christian life. 
Too light yet! 
Come, mighty men of 
the past, and get in on that side the 
scales. 
Come, Payson, and Doddridge, 
and Baxter, get in on 
that side the 
scales and make them come down that 
this righteous one may be saved. 
They 
come and they get in the scales. 
Too 
light yet! 
Come, the martyrs, the Lati- 
mers, the Wickliffes, the men who suf- 
fered at the stake for Christ. 
Get in on 
this side tne Christian's balances, and 
see if you cannot help him weigh it 
aright. 
They come and get in. 
Too 
light yet! 
Come, angels of God on 
high. 
Let not the righteous perish with 
the wicked. 
They get in on this side 
the balances. 
Too light yet! 


1 put on this side tho balances all the 
scepters of light, all the thrones of 
power, all the crowns of glory. 
Too 
light yet. 
But just at that point Jesus, 
the Son of God, comea up to the bal- 
ances, and He puts one of His scarred 
feet on y^our side, and the balances be- 
gin to quiver and tremble from top to 
bottom. 
Then He j)uts both of His 
scarred feet ou the balances, and the 
Christian's side comes 
down with a 
stroke that sets all the bells of Heaven 
ringing. 
That Bock of Ages 
heavier 
than any other weight. 


But, says the Christian, "Am I to be 
allowed to get ofl: so easily?" Yes. If some 
one should come and put on the other 
side the scales all your imperfections, 
all your envies, »11 your jealousies, all 
your inconsistencies of life, they would 
not budge the scales with Christ on your 
side tho scales. 
Go free! 
There is no 
condemnation to them that are in Christ 
Jesus. 
Chains broken, 
prison houses 
opened, 
sins 
pardoned. 
Go 
free! 
Weighed in the balances, and nothing,- 
nothing wanting. 


Oh! what a glorious hope. 
Will you 
accept it this day? 
Christ making 
up 
for what you lack, Christ the atonement 
for all your sins. Who will accept Him? 
Will not this whole audience say: 
"I 
am insufiicient, I am a sinner, I am lost 
by reason of my transgressions, 
but 
Christ has paid it all.

your rescue, and rode down the sky and 
rode unto death for our rescue. Are not 
your hearts touched? 
That was a sacri- 
fice for you and for me. 
O thou who 
didst ride on the red horse of sacrifice! 
come this hour and ride through this 
assemblage on the white horse of vic- 
tory.

The verbatim rendition of the He- 
brew is clearer: not it, i. e.. the "thing" just 
mentioned. 


S" are. To speak with solemn emphasis, 
anticipating the latter part of the verse. 


Moreover. 
Better, again or once more: 


i. e., David broke in again with his insist- 
ance.

WHAT T H E LESSO.V TEACHES. 


ffe seeketh my life—Thou, 
shalt not die. 
Of two things the Word and tho Spirit as- 
sure us. Thero is that which seelcs our 
lives to destroy them. There-is that wiiich 
seeks our lives to save them. Christ sneaks it,, 
as it is intended here, almost in one breath 
when he says, "In the world ye shall have 
tribulation, but be of good "chcer; I have 
overcome the world." It is interesting to 
study the little word through in the open- 
ing verses of Peter's second epistle. 
First 
of all, there is "the corruption that is in tlie 
\iOT\6., through lust." 
It is tho lust of the 
world that in reality works corruption iii 
us, seeking our lives. But there, on the 
other hand, is our escape irom tnis corrup- 
tion by faith which is "obtained" through 
the righteousness 
of God and our Savior 
Jesus Christ, i. e., tnrough lust yce perish, 
but through Christ's righteousness 
we are 
saved. 
And that we maybe convinced of 
this we have not onlv grace aud peace "mul- 
tiplied unto us but "life," and that life the 
very life of God, assured us through the 
knowledge of him that hath called us to his 
own glory and virtue. And yet think of this. 
"How shall we escape if we neglect so great 
salvation'" 


Why should my father hide this thing from 
me'i 
Our mediator is Christ Jesus. 
"Al| 
things have been delivered unto me of my 
lather, and no one knoweth tho Son, save 
the Father, neither doth any know the 
Father, save the Son. and he to whomso- 
ever the Son willeth to rev:.al him" (Matt. 
11:27). And that same all-knowing Son 
says again, "All things that I have heard of 
my Father I have made known unto you" 
(John 15: 15). Christ is indeed our elder 
brother. He is with the Father now for our 
sakes. "He ever livetti"—as it this were the 
whole purpose of his life and intercourse— 
"to make intercession for us." This ex- 
plains for us that closing passage of John's 
llrst epistle, in its way as much of a Reve- 
lation as his last letter, written to the seven 
churches; "The Son of God is come and 
hath ffiven us an understanding, that we 
may know him that is true.'" Xaught of 
Goa's grace and beauty is hid from the 
Son, naught is withhold from those who are 
in Christ. 


Whatsoever thy soul desireih I will even 
do it for thee. Here is the test of true 
friendship—loyalty to each other's desires. 
"When two friends have come to such an 
understanding of each other that they be- 
gin each to ao what the other is known to 
desire, then friendship has reached, in 
human degree, its perfect work. And there 
are some devoted souls who take joy in 
just this, the anticipation of each other's 
wishes. Birthdays rcimembered in quiet 
ways, old fancies recalled, half-expressed 
desires answered with the consummate art 
of love. Christian, you and I have just such 
a friend at court. One who "sticketh closer 
than a brother." who understands our de- 
sires afar otf and is quick to do them for 
us. It is to such a relation.that John refers 
when in the closing verses of his first epis- 
tle lie says, "If Ave know that he hear us. 
whatsoever we ask wu know that we have 
the petitions that we desired of him." That 
is. if we know that we have Christ as our 
friend at the table of plenty, then we need 
have no doubt as to the "things Ave have 
need of—we know that we already ha\-e the 
things desired. "And this," as John says 
just above, "is the confidence that Ave have , 
in him." 
Havi^ig Christ vre have ail things. 


2Vi,ow hasfbrought thy servmit into a cove- | 
nant of the Lord with thee. Why not more 
such covenants? "Two are better far than 
one." Why stiould not men covenant to- I 
gether to iurther each other in the Lord's ! 
work. One staying behind to guard the i 
rear, as it were, and the other going before 
to do the frontier Avork? Surely there are 
some Avho, like the Danites in the Avar of 
conquest. Avill need "to go hindmost Avith 
their standards." 
In this day of new en- 
thusiasm in missions there ' ousht to be 
many strong compacts between those Avho 
"go doAvn" and those AA'ho tarry behind to 
hold the ropes. A speaker at the mission- 
ary conference in England, pleading for a 
more vigorous missionarj' crusade, cites 
tho example of two or three humble sis- 
ters. "I kneAV in Edinburgh three sisters 
who had a great desire to go to Africa, but 
they kneAV that AA^e were in difficulties with 
regard to money, and they Avould not ask a 
nenny from the church. They were not 
rich. One 
of them was teaching at a 
school, another was in a millinery estab- 
lishment, and the thi?d Avas doing some- 
thing else; and they simply said: 'We Avill 
make a bargain that two of us will stay at 
home and keep the third, who shall be a 
missionary in Africa.' She is noAv out in 
the mission, and is Avorking in the joy of 
the Lord." 


That thou mayest go in peace. Why not? 
Having such an advocate and friend before 
the king, and that king not as was Saul, 
hostile, but reconciled and gracious, the 
Christian may well go in perfect peace. 
We have, as Dr. Gordon has pointed out so 
gracefully, two advocates "for the mainte- 
nanee of our two-fold life." "If any man 
sin wehave an adA'ocate Avith the Father 
Jesus Christ, the righteous:" "He shall 
give you another 
advocate that he may, 
abide with you forever, eA'en the Spirit of 
truth." And so you need not fear for loss 
in heaven since "your lives are hid with 
Christ in God," nor for earth's rapine— 
"neither shall any man pluck them out of 
my hand." Hear that "lamentable voice" 
sonnding down into 
the 
subterranean 
depths of old Babylon: "O, Daniel, servant 
of the living God, is thy God, Avhom thou 
eervest continually, aole to deliver thee 
from the lions?" And hear the reassuring 
response ringing cheerily back, "O, King, 
live for ever! My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions' mouths, that they 
have not hurt me." Christian, with such a 
God/or vou. Buoh a Christ xcith you,-with 
each a Kplrit in you. "thou mayest go in 
peae«.*

Zincolii's 
Religion. 


From the ecclesiastical i)oint of view 
Abraham Lincoln was no more Of a re- 
ligious man than George "Washington 
was. 
The one had spiritual training in 
the log cabin and in the rough practical 
life of the early West; the other grew 
up under the high-bred culture of the 
colonial churchmen of Virginia. Neither 
of them was a communicant in any re- 
ligidUs organization. 
Each was called 
to administer public affairs in trying 
positions andunder circumstances of the 
greatest gravity, and each has furnished 
us with a type of religious character of a 
high order. 
Washington was naturally 
a serious man, conscientious and faith- 
ful to his obligations, and yet so re- 
served in the expression of his own 
feelings that he never communicated 
his religious convictions to others. Lin- 
coln had this same gravity, with a quick 
sense of humor that admirably comple- 
mented it; and it was not until he was 
forced into the breach that he showed 
the spiritual side of his life. He was as 
reticent as Washington, but in his va- 
rious public utterances you trace the 
convictions of a man in whose mind 
spiritual realities strongly marked and 
controlled his views of laractical life, 
and who rose as a statesman to that 
high jjoint of calm waiting upon the 
event in which he felt that God's pur- 
pose may be something different from 
the purpose of party, 
and that the 
event would surely show what God's 
purpose was. 
A man's religious belief 
when put under this pressure has no 
noj^sense in it, and it % evident from 
the fragmentary utterances of Lincoln, 
in which he brought his perfectly hon- 
est soul face to face with his Maker, 
that no man among us ever more truly 
endeavored to conform the ruling of 
men and the guiding of affairs, so far 
as a single human will can affect them, 
to the will of God. 
He rises, in the 
disclosures which the Century biogra- 
phy gives us, to a higher spiritual plane 
than any American 
statesman after 
Washington has reached. 
When you 
come nearest to the man himself, to the 
very inmost core of him, there is noth- 
ing rotten or unsound; he is maiily 
through and through, and his manliness 
has the fear of God in it. 
In Mr. 
Lodge's studies of Washington, and in 
the present Lincoln biography, 
these 
two statesmen are approached on the 
side of character. 
There is little ¡ap- 
peal to our vanity about them; they 
stand in their majesty as men, and 
have the truth told about them. 
It is 
this revelation of their truthfulness and 
sincerity to the very core which makes 
the test of fuller knowledge concerning 
them simply a foil for presenting their 
individual character in a still stronger 
light; and it is seen in these larger rev- 
elations that what may be broadly called 
a religious purpose entered into and 
profoundly affected their lives. 
There 
is something in the recent disclosnres 
concerning both that draws ns uncon- 
scionsly nearer to them and invests 
lives with fresh meaning; and it is 
heUered that in both insiaio^ thl« 
IttoudK and higher inttr«st ii *

NIAGARA PAULS, N. T., Sept. 7.— 


Steve Brodie accomplished tho perilous 
feat tO:day of going over Niagara Fulls 
in a rubber suit. He is unconscious 
and fears are entertained of his recov- 
ery. 


Brodie and party arrived at Clifton 


hist night They pot np at tho Waverly 
hotel and registered under fictitious 
names 
in 
order 
to avoid sus- 


picion. Brodie'ssnit was placed 200 
Feet above the Canadian Falls last night 
ready for nse. Inflated rubber tubes, 
ropes, etc., were all placed near the 
"Maid of the Mist" landing. 
• Brodio left the hotel with tbe .part? 
at 4 a. m. John McCarthy and Ernest 
Jerold and Brodie went to a point 200 
feet above the falls. He then stripped 
and hod Ms body padded with cotton 
batting. Then he put on the rubber 
salt, which was inflated fifty-two inches 
around tho waist and seventy-five inches 
around tho chest The head gear was 
also inflated, while two steel bands pro- 
noted kin body. 


At 630 Brodie, with his paddle, enter- 


ed the water. He caught the cm-rent, 
waved bis paddle to Jerold and Mc- 
Carthy, and a few seconds later was shot 
over the center of the Horso Shoe Falls, 
and luckily he was shot with lightning 
rapidity over the outside of one of the 
idling volumes of water and was iniick- 
y lost in the mist and foam. 


Ho was buried from view for nearly 


;wo minutes, when a black speck, cov- 
ered with a thick white coating, was 
seen bobbing and jumping to and fro 
n tho boiling cauldron of rushing, gorg- 
ing waters. In a short time Brodie 
was caught in the rushing waters and 
was carried at a brisk pace toward the 
American shore, and then all of a sud- 
den he was hurried toward tho Canadian 
shore, whore Jerry Ledger and the 
United Press correspondent had ropes 
ready to drug him from the water. 
Lietlger was striped and swam out with a 
rope fastened to his waist, while the 
other end was held onshore. 


Lodger, after several attempts, reach- 


ed Brodie, fattened the rope to (he iron 
muds round the waist and then swam 
ashore aud assisted iu pulling the dar- 
ng swimmer ashore. On Brodie being 
if ted on the rocky shore, be was quick, 
y stripped; brandy was* poured in small 
quantities on bis temples, while ho was 
nibbed and chaffed, but he was insensi- 
ble and blood oozed from his month, 
now and ears, probably from the shook 
or concussion. 
For twenty minutes 


Brodie lay insensible, until ammonia 
wan applied to his nostrils, and ho be- 
gun to shiver and gesticulate with his 
lands.

ANTWKBP, S«pt 7.— Immediately af- 


ter tha explosion yesterday it seemed as 
though a rain of gloss was falling over 
the surrounding country. There is not a 
whole window in Antwerp. The catas- 
trophe took place in a powder magazine 
belonging to M. Corvillain, a merchant 
who tad recently purchased forty mil- 
lions of old cartridges, intending to sell 
the powder. 


Over one hundred employes, half of 


them women, were engaged at work, 
and not one of thorn has been taken out 
alive. A number of persons were killed 
or injured in the streets. 


A few minutes after the explosion a 


•vast sheet of flame leaped np into the 
sky, 
and 
it 
was 
seen 
that 


a petroleum ware house not far from 
She powder magazine was on fire. Even 
in broad daylight, the blaze of forty 
thousand barrels of petroleum ou fire 
was visible at a distance of over thirty 
miles at Brussels. 


Everywhere in 
the streets were 


wounded persons and at frequent inter- 
vals one cuno across parts of the human 
frame, such as legs and arms. 


The spectacle is terribly superb, and 


here is nothing in recent history that 
can be compared to it, save the scene 
which Paris presented during the last 
days of the commune and the great fire 
n Chicago. 


The flre spread In all directions in the 


city. 
Warehouses in which 20,000 to 


25,000 barrels of petroleum are stored are 
on fire, as are many of tire docks. 
The 


Scheldt resembles a river of fire. 


The loaves of property and life by the 


Ire in UM oil district, resulting from the 
explosion of dynamite yesterday, are 
apalling. The petroleum stores an all 
destroyed. Tho sheds used in storing 
tiie oil have been consumed. The Hy- 
draulic pumps and all the buildings in 
the district have been destroyed. Oil 
tank after oil tank has exploded and all 
are in ruins. 


The latest reports show that in the 


oil district* alone, 200, if not more, have 
either lost their lives, or are so fearfully 
njured that they cannot recover. Two 
hectares, or abont ftve acres of land ate 
now burning and will go up iu smoke. 
The steam pomps are of no avail and the 
Iremen are helpless. 


Thus far the efforts of the firemen, as- 


sisted by tho military and the populace 
to subdue the flames, have been ansuo- 
otwsful, and the flre still rages fiercely. 
The docks and shipping have not been 
touched by tho flames, tho direction of 
the wind having been continuously to- 
ward the town since the explosion. 
A 


udieial inquiry into tho origin of tho 
explosion han been ordered. 


The imwt reliable estimates at noon 


Xfday pluce the casualties resulting 
from tho explosion at 140 killod, 2GO 
seriously injured and 300 slightly in- 
jured. 


Six million litres of petroleum an 


ablaze and tho indications an that the 
flre will burn until Monday before ex- 
hausting itwclf. 


At tiiu moment of tho explosion and 


the outbreak of the fire, many workmen 
on the docks jumped into the Scheldt 
and wen drowned. A number of sail- 
on and custom officers were killed on 
board tho ships by flying bullets, with 
which the sides and rigging of the ves- 
sels wen riddled. 


It is estimated that 2,000 tons of car- 


tridges exploded. The report of the ex- 
plosion was heard thirty miles, M and the 
volume of smoke arising exceeded that 
of any of Europe's greatest battles. 
Heads, legs, arms and other fragments 
of human bodies were found half a mile 
distant from the scene of the explosion. 


One hundred and thirty corpses have 


boon taken to the 
morgues and 


oharred heaps of human flesh and bones, 
representing an unknown quantity of 
humanity, are also piled in the dead 
houses. 


The populace 
watched the flre 


throughout the night The river banks 
ont of .the reach of the flames, are cov- 
ered with men, women and children, 
who, rendered destitute and homeless, 
are camping ont and taking most des- 
perate chances of obtaining food. 


The efforte of tho liremon wore greatly

From the ecclesiastical point of vie* 


Abraham Lincoln WM no more' oVa re- 
ligious mnn than Gcurg* Washington 
was. 
Tho one had Mptritunl training in 


tho log cabin and in the rough jmwtical 
life of tho curly Wont; tho otlior grew 
np order tlio high-broil culture 'of the 
colonuV churchmen of Virginia. Neither 
of them won a communicant in any re- 
ligious organization. Each was called 
to administer public affairs in trying 
positions andundor circumstances of tho 
greatest gravity, null each has furnished 
Os -with atTjw of religious character of a 
high order. Washington watt naturally 
a serious man, conscientious and faith- 
ful to his obligations, and yet so re- 
served in tho expression of his own 
feelings that he never communicated 
his religious convictions to others. Lin- 
coln had this name gravity, with a quick 
Bonsoof'humor that admirably comple- 
mented it; and it was not until he was 
forced into the breach that he showed 
tlie spiritual side of his life. He was as 
reticent as Washington, but in hint va- 
rious public utterances you trace tho 
convictions of a man in whoso mind 
spiritual realities strongly marked and 
controlled his views of practical life, 
and who rose as a statesman to that 
high i»int of calm waiting upon the 
event in which he felt that God's pur- 
pose may bo something different from 
the purpose of party, and that the 
event would snrely show what God's 
purpose was. A man's religious belief 
when put ' under this pressure has no 
nojpense in it, and it "is evident from 
tho fragmentary utterances of Lincoln, 
in which he brought his perfectly hon- 
est soul face to face with his Maker, 
that no man among us ever more truly 
endeavored to conform the ruling of 
men and the guiding of affairs, so far 
as a single human will can affect them, 
to tho will of God. He rises, in the 
disclosures which the Century biogra- 
phy gives us, to a higher spiritual piano 
than any American statesman after 
Washington has reached. -When yon 
come nearest to the man himself, to the 
very inmost core of him, there is noth- 
ing rotten or unsound; he is manly 
through and through, and his manliness 
has the fear of God in it. In Mr. 
Lodge's studies of Washington, and in 
the present Lincoln biography, these 
two statesmen are approached on the 
aide of character. There is Httle.ap- 
peal to oar vanity about them ; they 
stand in their majesty as men, and 
have the truth told about them. It is 
this revelation of their truthfulness aud 
sincerity to the very core which makes 
tho tost of fuller knowledge concerning 
them simply a foil for presenting their 
individual character in a still stronger 
light; and it is seen in those larger rev- 
elations tlmt what may be broadly called 
u religions purpose entered into and 
profoundly affected their lives. There 
is something in tho recent disclosures 
concerning both that draws iin uncon- 
BcioHaly nearer to thorn and invents 


-their lives with frosh meaning; and it is 


believed thitt in both instm CM this 
broader and higher interest is duo to 


their avowed purpose to follow the will 
of God, so far as in the handlingof pub- 
lic affaire they could ascertain what 
that will was. It is iu this light that 
both of these statesmen are now re- 
garded by tho American people with 
fresh interest. — Itonton Herald.
